b) determining the binding of said candidate bioactive agent to said c e ll cycl e 
protein R0101; wherein said coll cycl e protein R0101 compris e s an amino acid sequ e nc e having 
at least about 95% identity to the amino acid sequence sot forth in SEQ ID NP:2 and wh e r e in 
r.niH r. P .11 cyr.lfl prot e in R0101 hinds to proliferating c e ll nucl e ar antigen (PCNA) , wherein 
binding of the candidate bioactive agent to said protein indicates that the candidate bioactive 
agent binds to said cell cycle protein R0101 .

17. (Currently amended) A The method according to Claim 15, wherein said 
candidate bioactive agent is a member of a library of candidate bioactive agents and said eeH 
library is a m e mb e r of combined with a plurality of cells comprising a said recombinant nucl e ic 
acid e ncoding said R0101 protein in step a) .
